Heb. 4:1-11. Verse 9—“There remain- 
eth therefore a rest to the people of God.” 


What a wonderful 
thought is this subject 
of rest! But how few 
enter into it. Many 
face business and 
home problems today 
in unrest and uncer- 
tainty. Many are rack- 
ed with pain and suf- 
fering which allows 
them no rest. Many 
are under condemna- 
tion which brings torturous thoughts; and 
this may be said of many so-called Chris- 
tian people. It should not be so. There is a 
rest for the people of God. To you who 
are weary and heavy-laden the Master 
said, “Come unto me and I will give you 
rest. . . my yoke is easy and my burden 
is light.” 

The portion of the Scripture under con- 
sideration is referring to the Children of 
Israel. Many bleached their bones in the 
wilderness because of unbelief. The be- 
liever is exhorted to take heed lest he 
should fall short, failing to enter into 
what God had purposed for those who 
have been delivered from the bondage of 
sin. After Israel was delivered from Egypt, 
their lives in the wilderness wanderings 
were filled with the spirit of unbelief and 
much murmuring, finally provoking God 
to their exclusion from the promised rest 
in Canaan.

The aim of the writer is to warn us not 
to rest content with just a start in the 
Christ life, but for us to show all diligence 
in reaching toward this second stage, to 
enter the promised rest of complete deliv- 
erance, to live in the enjoyment of walk- 
ing with the Lord, letting Him fight our 
battles. Thus, we enter into rest. 

Some think that the rest of Canaan is 
a type of heaven. This cannot be, for the 
mark of the Canaan life was that the 
land had to be conquered and God would 
give glorious victory over all enemies. The 
rest of Canaan was victory through God’s 
mighty power as He worked for them. So 
it is in the life of faith when a soul learns 
to trust God for victory over sin, and yields 
entirely to the will of God, yielding every 
circumstance and every duty to live just 
where and how He wills it to be. Then it 
is that the soul enters into rest, for it lives 
in the promise, in the will, and in the pow- 
er of God. 

The rest that is entered into is not 
through death but through faith—albeit 
the death of self-will. 

The reason Israel did not enter Canaan 
was because of their unbelief. The land 
was waiting; the rest was provided; God 
Himself would bring them in and give 
them rest; but ONE THING was lacking 
—they DID NOT BELIEVE, and so 
they did not yield themselves to God to 
do it for them. Unbelief closes the heart 
against God, and withdraws the life from 
God’s power. _Unbelief renders God’s 


promise of none effect. 


The most precious assurance of rest is 
to be found under the yoke of Jesus. It 
is a peace of God that passes all under- 
standing, a peace and a joy in the soul 
that nothing can take away. But WHEN 
GOD’S PROMISE IS NOT BELIEV- 
ED THIS CANNOT BE ENJOYED, 
for faith is a resting in the promise and in 
the promiser until it be fulfilled. Only 
faith can enter into rest. The fulness of 
faith enters into the full rest. 

The Scripture says “For we which have 
believed do enter into rest.” It does not 
say “shall enter.” Today, even as the 
Holy Ghost saith, right now and here, we 
which have believed do enter into rest. 


The initial faith which brought us out | 
of sin must be held firm, and it will help - 
us to the fulness of faith that will bring - 
us over into the promised land of rest. 
The promise is to those who hold fast the | 
beginning of their confidence firm unto 
the end. q| 

The whole epistle of Hebrews is written 
in a personal tone. It urgently appeals to 
us for faith as the one thing needful in 
our dealings with the Word of God, for 
without it the Word cannot be of profit 
to us. 


We may seek by thought and study to — 
enter into the meaning of the promised — 


rest; but God has sworn that we never 


shall enter into the possession of it but by — 


faith. God asks that we develop the habit 
of faith that keeps the heart open toward 
Him. It is the soul that thirsts for God 
that has the spiritual capacity for receiving 
the wonderful truths of the Christ life, 
and knows how Christ Himself can bring 
him into the very presence of God.

He came to the most difficult people in 
the world to reach with the gospel, the 
Jews; proud because of spiritual advan- 
tages, hardened through rebellion. He said 
that if His works had been done among 
the most wicked of the Gentiles, the people 
of Sodom, they would have been spared 
judgment. Yet many of the Jews believed, 
and among them He established His 
church, showing forth saving grace sufh- 
cient for every nation, every tribe, every 
people. 


The first to taste redeeming grace after 
the sorrows of the cross was a thief, wicked, 
self-condemned, with a virtueless past and 
a hopeless future.

Soviet Bloodguiltiness 


The number of lives that have been lost 
through Nazi blood purges, hostage kill- 
ings, anti-Semitic riots, etc., is notorious, 
but let us remember that Soviet blood- 
guiltiness has been even greater. From the 
time the Soviet regime came into power 
until 1935, the number of Russians exe- 
cuted were 28 bishops and higher clergy, 
6,778 priests, 6,585 school-teachers, 8,- 
800 doctors, 51,850 army officers, 200,850 
policemen and other officials, and 11,488,- 
520 peasants and artisans. These make the 
staggering total of 11,726,746 people put 
to death in Russia up to 1935—nearly two 
million more dead than the total killed in 
the World War! These figures were re- 
ported by Henri Bero, French socialist.

Nazi nor Soviet leaders have hesitated to 
shed the blood of those who stood in their 
way. They have disregarded the teaching 
of the Bible on the sanctity of human life.

Fourteen sinners came to the Lord in one 
night, accepting Him as their personal 
Saviour. The first one to accept Christ 
there was a young business man and his 
wife. We went to that town not knowing 
anyone. We were walking the streets look- 
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ing for a place to hold our meetings. It 
was nearly dark when we met this man 
and he said that his house was open to us. 

“We started the meeting with Bernhard, 
Jr., playing his accordion. In five minutes 
the house and every window was packed 
with people. At last we had to move out on 
the street corner. More than three hundred 
attended that meeting and _ thirty-five 
raised their hands for salvation, and knelt 
in prayer on the street corner. That is the 
way God opens doors sometimes, and 
other times there is persecution. But ‘great- 
er is He that is in us than he that is in the 
world,” 

“Here in Varginha, God is continuing 
to bless. One family came to our church 
one Sunday night. The man had such a 
desire to play the guitar that he wanted 
to make friends with us in order that he 
could play it. They came to three meetings, 
and the third meeting the whole family of 
six accepted Christ. Now the man is play- 
ing the guitar in the meetings... . 

“This is just a little glance of the things 
God is doing for us out here. We realize 
that it is through your prayers and means 
that God can help us and use us here for 
His glory.” 

INDIA 


A delayed letter from Sister Inez Kreiss 
arrived too late for the last issue of Gap 
Twines. She is still carrying on her work 
for the Lord in the B. C. H. Mission, Orai, 
Jalaun District, U. P., India. She writes: 

“The month of March has brought 
varied experiences. First, the workers all 
went to Hindustani convention at Siswa. 
This is held each year for the encourage- 
ment of their faith, and to give a bit of 
Bible study, and to share burdens. . . . 
Since their return, all have gone forth with 
renewed zeal and effort into the homes and 
the villages in and about Orai. You will 
rejoice to hear that two of the girls from 
one of the Christian homes in the village 
received the precious infilling of His Spirit 
while at the convention. 

“We are having many wonderful new 
openings into homes these days. We are 
meeting many new people, and they call 
us to them to hear what we have to say. 
Sometimes we are told ‘I heard that story 
in such and such a place, but you say the 
same thing; tell it again.’ Others have never 


heard. So our opportunities are increasing 
day by days, 


“About a week or so ago, slight earth- | 
quake shocks were felt around about us. © 
The folk don’t say to us now, ‘you talk | 
about things that we know nothing about.’ , 
Some want to see that Book and read for | 
themselves, while those who have been 
ministered to for many years have become | 


hardened to the gospel, and are saying ‘yes, — 
they told us but we did not believe them; 
but it’s just as they said it would be. But | 


my heart is hard now, etc.’ i 

“Tt is hard work, and the unusual heat | 
this year makes it harder for some of us. | 
It became hot so suddenly that we have | 
not had time to get adjusted. Generally | 
the days are really hot and the nights are | 


cooler, but this year it just turned blister- 


ing hot and keeps that way 24 hours. It 


is 102 in the shade already, and has been © 


so for a couple of weeks or more. ... 


“The church of India needs your special | 


prayers, for in these days she is going to 
have to take her stand for Christ in a new 
way. Native workers will be tested as they 


have never known tests before. For cen- | 


turies the upper classes have suppressed 
those of a class lower than they . . . The 
church is going to have to stand alone. She 
can by the Grace of God, by prayer and 
faith. It is going to be painful for the mis- 
sionaries to watch ‘their child’ have to walk 
alone, as it were. We, too, will need your 
prayers for real love and grace to let go 
and let God’... 

“Please do not listen to reports, which 
are many, that communications are cut off, 
until the post office, or official papers an- 
nounce such a thing. The enemy wants us 
to hear deceitful reports, that the Lord’s 
work and His people will suffer. This has 
happened in other countries when war 
came close, and that is why we encourage 
you to receive official information before 
you decide it is no use.” 

ALASKA 

Brother and Sister Artaban L. Calame 
have arrived at their destination in Seward 
where they have gone to open a new gospel 
center much farther north than their for- 
mer location in Wrangell. 

Writing en route to Seward, from 
Ketchikan, Brother Calame said: “There 
have been several changes in Alaskan life 
since we were last here.

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Studies in (Revelation 


STUDY XXV 
THE NUMBER OF THE BEAST 
. Chapter 13:18 


In the last study it was stated that verse 
18 of this chapter is so important that it 
seems fitting that a whole study be devoted 
to it. Hardly any verse in the book of 
Revelation has been the subject of so much 
discussion by students of the Prophetic 
Word as this remarkable verse we are now 
to consider: “Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count the number of 
the beast: for it is the number of a man; 
and his number is Six hundred threescore 
and six.” 


In the Con. Ver. the verse is rendered 
thus: “Here is wisdom. Let him who has a 
mind calculate the number of the wild 
beast, for it is the number of mankind, and 
its number is six hundred sixty-six.” And 
Moffat renders it, “Now for the gift of 
interpretation! Let the discerning calculate 
the cipher of the Beast; it is the cipher of 
a man, and the figures are six hundred and 
sixty-six.” And the rendering in the Smith- 
Goodspeed translation is even more signi- 
ficant: “There is wisdom hidden here! Let 
everyone of intelligence calculate the ani- 
mal’s number, for it indicates a certain 
man; its number is 666.” 

It is not to be understood that the mark 
of the beast and the number of the beast 
are identical. Some have erred here, re- 
garding them as identical. That they are 
not to be so regarded seems to be evident 
from what we read in verses 16, 17, “And 
he causeth all, both small and great, rich 
and poor, free and bond, to receive a mark 
in their right hand, or in their foreheads: 
and that no man might buy or sell save he 
that had the mark, or the name of the 
beast, or the number of his name.” Here 
it will be observed three things are made 
mention of, no one of which must be con- 
fused with either of the others: “the 
mark,” “the name of the beast,” and “the 
number of his name.” What “the mark” 
will be we are not told, and what “the 
name of the beast” will be we are not in- 
formed; but “the number of his name” has 
been revealed. “The secret things belong 
unto the Lord our God: but those things 
which are revealed belong unto us and to

our children.” (Deut. 29:29.) 

It is important that we bear in mind that 
the number is not the number of the second 
beast, the beast out of the earth, but of the 
first beast, the beast out of the sea. And, 
since we have identified the beast out of 
the sea with the Antichrist, the number of 
the beast is the number of Antichrist. 

Much has been written concerning the 
number of the beast; and it is doubtless 
true that much ink has been wasted in 
printing a great deal of what has been 
written, and much time has been lost and 
much confusion caused, by reading it. 
Certainly, as we approach a theme like 
this, we need the help of the Holy Spirit. 
Without that help we fail, or grievously 
err. 


Six is the number of man, and is so 
regarded in every quarter where recogni- 
tion is given to the fact that number in 
Scripture is significant; and no one who 
studies the subject can fail to see its sig- 
nificance. It was on the sixth day that man 
was created, and the numeral six has been 
associated with man ever since. That man 
was created on the sixth day is the verdict 
of tradition as well as Scripture. In the 
Avesta, the sacred writings ascribed to 
Zoroaster, believed by Pliny to have been 
written at least a thousand years before 
Moses wrote the book of Genesis, it is said 
that the Creator at the beginning created 
the universe in a period of time which, it is 
stated, was divided into six definite periods 
of shorter duration; and that man was 
created in the sixth of these shorter periods. 


Three is one of the perfect numbers, and 
the number of the Antichrist consists of 
three sixes, a trinity of sixes. The Anti- 
christ will be a final product of the 
evolution of evil in the world. “A little 
leaven leaveneth the whole lump.” The 
lump of humanity will have been thor- 
oughly leavened at the time of the end. 
Man thinks that he can get along without 
God. God has been renounced in Russia, 
and the Jehovah of the Hebrews has been 
ruled out of the Bible in Germany; and it 
is quite evident that the age is approaching 
that crisis when the iniquity of man will 
have reached its climax. Man thinks he 
does not need God, and God will let man 


do his best, or, rather, his worst. The Anti- 
christ will be a Superman; he will be a man 
of marvelous natural ability, a man of ini- 
tiative, a man of genius, but he will be a 
MAN, a mere man, a man apart from God. 
Five is the number of grace and seven is 
the number of spiritual perfection and dis- 
pensational fulness. Six represents an ad- 
dition to grace, and, as it falls short of the 
numeral seven, it represents the best that 
man can do apart from God. And man, 
apart from God, has been, and must be, a 
dismal failure. 

Man was appointed to labor for six days. 
“Six days shalt thou labor, and do all thy 
work.” The sixth clause of the Lord’s 
prayer treats of sin. Six times our Lord 
was charged with having a devil: (1) Matt. 
12:24; Mark 3:22. (2) John 7:20. (3) 
John 8:48. (4) John 8:52. (5) John 10: 
20. (6) Luke 11:15. This is most signifi- 
cant, as it shows that man’s enmity to the 
Person of the Lord Jesus has been marked 
by the numeral six. 


Psalms 9 and 10 are united, an alphabetic 
acrostic running through them, thus show- 
ing us that they belong together. It is a 
most interesting and significant fact that 
six letters of the Hebrew alphabet are lack- 
ing in this acrostic. There was evidently a 
reason for leaving out those six letters. It 
was not an accident; it did not just happen; 
and the structure of the Psalms is such 
that it is evident that portions of the origi- 
nal text were not omitted through careless- 
ness, as has been suggested, by a scribe to 
whom had been assigned the task of copy- 
ing what the original writer had written. 
The reason for the omission can be found 
in the subject of the Psalms which is “the 
Man of the Earth” (10:18), the coming 
Antichrist, and the Apostasy which will 
mark his presence, called “the times of 
trouble” (9:9; 10:1). A careful study of 
these two Psalms will show the receptive 
mind that they are prophetical in character, 
and that the prophecies await fulfillment 
at the time of the end. “The Wicked” who 
will “persecute the poor,” saying, “Let 
them be taken in the devices that they have 
imagined,” and who will “boast of his 
heart’s desire,” and “bless the covetous,”

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Women's ‘Wlissionany Council 


The Women’s Missionary Council held 
nine meetings during camp meeting, most 
of them in the new St. Helena Church 
and Council building, and there was fine 
display of new hand-made things includ- 
ing about 20 comforters and quilts; at 
least 16 beautiful braided and hooked 
rugs of cotton and rayon materials; three 
large bright-colored oilcloth dolls dressed 
appropriately and armed with dish rags, 
potholders, soap, chore girl, etc., ready 
for work in the kitchen; five complete 
layettes (these were all given out); many 
dresses for children and women; aprons; 
table mats; dish towels; table scarfs; 
children’s pajamas and underclothing and 
many other things. These were all given 
out to foreign or home missionaries or 
workers in the Lord’s vineyard. Many 
boxes of good used clothing were also dis- 
tributed and dishes, cooking utensils, sil- 
verware, furniture and other miscellaneous 
articles. Some of the money taken up in 
the offerings was used to purchase lino- 
leum for a number of the Home Missions 
parsonages and letters of thanks and ap- 
preciation have already been received. Ne- 
cessary household articles were purchased 
for others. 


Space will not permit for a full report 
of the meetings and blessings received 
from the testimonies of what the groups 
have done and the interesting talks by the 
missionaries, so a letter will be sent to 
each pastor’s wife with more details which 
we trust will give new inspiration to those 
who are interested in the women’s work. 
One speaker said: “To those who com- 
plain of trouble among the women in the 
church, there is less talk and less confusion 
if the women are kept busy,” and added 
that women have more talents to work 
with than most men, for instance, Dozcas 
had just a needle for her talent, but she 
used it and people wept when she died. 
Martha ministered to the needs of Jesus. 
She was rebuked not for the work she did, 
but for her fretting. Fretting over our min- 
istry is a shame, but doing it calmly and 
worshipfully is pleasing to God. 


One very good suggestion given by Sis- 
ter Woodworth, wife of our Camp Meet- 
ing evangelist, which many groups will be 
able to use to advantage under the direc- 
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tion of their pastors, is organized visiting. 
There are always women in the church 
who are not interested in sewing and these 
can gather at specified times (once a week 
or once or twice a month) for prayer and 
go out in twos for visitation making sure 
that no two go to the same place: (a) 
hospitals, (b) house to house calling, es- 
pecially to homes of new visitors to chutch, 
(c) Sunday School absentees, (d) sick 
and shut-ins, (e) giving out tracts, (f) 
street meetings, and (g) assisting the men 
with jail work. A good book to help with 
this effort is: “Every Member Evangelism” 
by Conant, and will probably be found in 
your pastor’s library, or he will be glad to 
get a copy for you, and it could be read 
and discussed as part of the program for 
this group. 

Missionaries who spoke at the different 
services included Ruth Couthman from 
Peru, Mrs. Mildred Charles who works 
among the Indians, Mrs. Herman Winkel- 
man from Samoa, Lydia Graner from In- 
dia, Gladys Kramer from Africa, who told 
us she would rather be an African with a 
white heart than an American with a black 
one, and Mrs. W. W. Simpson who told 
of her experiences with bandits in China. 
Of course we also heard from all of our 
own Home Missionaries who expressed 
thanks and appreciation for the thought- 
fulness and kindnesses of the W. M. C. 


groups. 


Mention must also be made of those 
women who spent hours arranging and 
kindly helping with the distribution of the 
used clothing and other things that were 
given out. A number of the women will- 
ingly gave of their time to supervise at the 
children’s playground and this was also 
greatly appreciated.

Over 
$125.00 in groceries were given to the 
needy, many hundreds of sick calls to 
hospitals and homes were made, and calls 
in homes in the interest of the gospel. — 
Many showers were given for missionaries 
and pastors, and many groups have been 
actively engaged in Red Cross work in 
their communities.

mounted to $35.00. This money was used 
to purchase linoleum which is to be used 
in parsonages of churches which belong to 
the District. In addition 13 9x12 rugs were 
secured, and several pieces of yardage 
floor covering.

filled with the Holy Spirit... . 


“Perhaps our report for the last quarter 
will interest you. Our visiting committee 
has been on the job and has called on 197 
homes. Through their ministry many have 
been spiritually helped, some healed, and 
others led to attend our church services. 
We have record of 37 having accepted 
Christ in salvation, 47 have been touched 
by the healing virtue of Jesus, and seven of 
our folk have been filled with the Holy 
Spirit. 

“We have had another wonderful bap- 
tismal service, the second since our coming 
to Freetown. Seven were immersed, and 
there are others awaiting baptism. .. . 


“In another few weeks the rain should 
start; then our water supply will not be so 
limited. There is always a great water 
shortage during the dry season, and the 
people suffer. There are only certain hours 
a day when the water taps are open, and 
then the crowds gather for their daily ra- 
tion. As soon as the rains begin we hope 
to plant a garden. It will be quite a task 
of terracing, living on the hillside as we do. 

“Continue to pray that God will bless 
our work here. We are so thankful for 
the Sunday school picture charts that just 
came to us, and also for the cards. The 
older members of the Sunday School al- 
most feel slighted because they do not re- 
ceive the picture cards as the children do.”

and who, “through the pride of his coun- 
tenance will. not seek after God,” will be 
none other than “that Wicked” that Paul 
speaks of in 2 Thess. 2:8, namely, the per- 
sonal Antichrist.. 

For six years, Athaliah sat upon the 
throne of David and reigned as a usurper. 
It was at the end of the six years, that 
Joash was brought forth and Athaliah was 
slain. During the six years of the usurpa- 
tion of the throne, Joash was hidden in the 
house of the Lord (2 Kings 11:3). Joash 
may be regarded as a type of Messiah, the 
rightful King. He is now hidden in the 
Father’s house on high. The usurper is 
reigning, but at the appointed time the 
King will be manifested, and the usurper 
will be ejected. Probably at the end of the 
sixth thousand years of human history the 
kingdom of the rightful King will be set 
up. So some of the fathers of the early 
church believed, and it is in harmony with 
what many interpreters have taught. 

Goliath and Nebuchadnezzar were 
avowed enemies of God, and of God’s peo- 
ple; and the numeral six is stamped on 
each of them. Goliath was six cubits high; 
he had six pieces of armor, and his speat’s 
head weighed 600 shekels of iron. In Eph. 
6:14-18 we read of the Christian’s armor, 
and to the six pieces is added a seventh 
without which the six can be of little avail. 
The seventh piece is prayer. Nebuchadnez- 
zar made an image and set it up, and the 
people were required to worship the image 
which appears to have been an image of 
_ himself. The Antichrist at the time of the 
end will imitate what Nebuchadnezzar did. 
The “times of the Gentiles” began with 
Nebuchadnezzar and will end with Anti- 
christ, and Nebuchadnezzar is to be re- 
garded as an outstanding type of Anti- 
christ. The image was sixty cubits high and 
six cubits broad, and six instruments of 
music summoned the worshippers to wor- 
ship it. 

The number of talents of gold brought 
to Solomon in a year was 666 (1 Kings 10: 
14). This represented the perfection of 
money power, but Solomon called it “vanity 
and vexation of spirit” (Ec. 2:8-11). 

There are six words used for man in the 
Bible, four in the Old Testament and two 
in the New. The four in the Old Testa- 
ment are ahdahm which means “man as a 
human being, having regard to his having 
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been created and to his earthly origin” 
(Gen. 1:26) ; ish which is used of man “as 
strong and vigorous of mind and body,” 
and “with some degree of pre-eminence of 
strength and endowment” (Ps. 39:11); 
enosh which represents “weak man, as mot- 
tal and subject to suffering and death; the 
heir of corruption” (Ps. 103:15); and 
gehver which represents “a strong man, a 
man of might and valour, and as distinct 
from God” (Ps. 52:7). The two words in 
the New Testament are anthropos which 
answers to ahdahm, and aneer which ans- 
wers to ish. Is it not a significant fact that 
there are six words in the Old and New 
Testaments that are used for man, six and 
only six? Can it be that it just happened? 
Hardly. And it is also a significant fact 
to which the Talmud calls attention that 
the serpent has six names all of which are 


found in the book of Job. 


The numerical value of the Greek letters 
in the word translated Jesus is 888. Eight 
is the number of resurrection; it is the 
superabundant number. It is very fitting 
that the name of our Lord should be a 
trinity of eights. The numerical value of 
Sodom is 999, a trinity of nines, and nine 
is the number of judgment. The number 
of Damascus is 444. Four is the number of 
earth; the number of Damascus therefore 
is the world number. 


It is a remarkable fact that the ancient 
Romans used just six letters of their alpha- 
bet in making what we call Roman numer- 
als. Here they are, and all who are fami- 
liar with Roman numerals are familiar 
with them:

The numeral M representing 1,000 was 
added in later years, being in the early days 
utterly unknown. So we see that on man’s 
mathematics has been stamped, not only 
six, but a trinity of sixes. 

Some one who has pointed out that the 
number 666 is very far reaching has re- 
marked that it “is filled with a meaning 
deeper, perhaps, than anything we have yet 
discovered,” and that one thing is most cer- 
tainly certain, “and that is, that the triple 
six marks the culmination of man’s oppo- 
sition to God in the person of the coming 
Antichrist.” 


In 2 Thess. 2:3 the Antichrist is charac- 
terized as the “man of sin” (Gr. ho an- 
thropos tees hamartias, lit., the man of the 
sin) , and Goodspeed has given us an inter- 
pretation rather than a translation, render- 
ing the Greek words, “the embodiment of 
disobedience.” I like the interpretation. 
That is exactly what the Antichrist will be. 
Christ was the embodiment of obedience, 
and Antichrist will be “the embodiment of 
disobedience.” All righteousness was, and 
is, concentrated in Christ, and all disobedi- 
ence will be concentrated in Antichrist. So, 
as the number of Jesus is 888, the super- 
abundant number it is fitting that the num- 
ber of Antichrist should be 666, “the num- 
ber of a man.” Christ was a man, but He 
was more than a man: He was “God mani- 
fest in the flesh.” Antichrist will be a mere 
man, but he “will oppose and exalt himself 
above all that is called God, or that is wor- 
shipped, so that he, as God, sitting in the 
temple of God, will show himself that he 
is God” (2 Thess. 2:4). 


The coming of Antichrist draweth nigh. 
The signs of the times indicate it. But, 
thank God, the second advent of our Lord 
also draweth nigh. And we are looking for 
the coming of Him Who at His coming 


Will catch us away to be with Himself, 
Above all the bickering, sorrow, and 
strife, 
To look on the face of our Saviour and 
Lord, 
And receive with Him there our eternal 
reward, 


And drink evermore of the river of life.

Joseph Lanphier knelt alone. He prayed 
for days alone in an upper room of the old 
North Dutch Church in Fulton Street, 
New York, praying for a revival. Each 
day he would give a general invitation to 
others to meet with him, but because none 
came he was not to be deterred in his pur- 
pose of praying a revival upon the nation. 
This was an ambitious request, and an ad- 
venture that would task the faith of even 
the greatest. Yet 

He Prayed On 

Out of his soul came this request, “Lord, 
what wilt Thou have me to do?” Finally 
one man joined him, and the next day there 
were six lifting their voices in unison for 
the long-delayed revival of holy fervency. 
Then the number jumped to twenty, then 
to a hundred, all beseeching the Lord for 
flood tides of glory to sweep the land. And 
soon the meeting house would not hold 
the vast groups of supplicants. These 
prayer meetings took hold of the imagina- 
tion of the city, and from all ranks of life 
people came to pray. A second and a third 
room in the same building were filled; the 
entrances were choked with persons, and 
hundreds, so a report declares, went away 
from this “one man” prayer meeting dis- 
appointed because they could not get in. 

The meeting overflowed to the John 
Street Methodist Church, and the lecture 
room was filled. Old Burton’s Theater in 
Chambers Street was thrown open to the 
midday prayers, and this was overcrowded. 
From New York the prayer meeting leaped 
to Philadelphia, where the celebrated 
Jayne’s Hall prayer meetings were started, 
and this hall was filled to overflowing. 

How those groups sang straight from 
the heart! Lanphier, the city missionary in 
that church where the meetings started, 
taught them to sing old Gospel hymns, and 
soon on the streets, down at the wharfs, 
these hymns rang out. Prayer meetings 
started on board the ships at dock, and 
aboard one of them two hundred seafaring 
men were converted. 

Beecher 

The meeting leaped again, and we find 
the church of Henry Ward Beecher 
thronged until Beecher himself had to at- 
tend and preach, and at the end of every 
sermon people were invited to come for- 
ward and accept Christ. The famous Theo- 
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dore Cuyler, a noted preacher, and author 
of more than five thousand religious ar- 
ticles, took a hand in the work, and ten 
thousand converts accepted Christ in less 
than six months under his spiritual min- 
istry. 

Over in Philadelphia more than three 
thousand people a day crowded the Jayne’s 
Hall over a period of several months. They 
lifted that song, “Stand Up for Jesus” 
until it became the battle cry of the city. 


Revival Spread Westward 


Back in New York it was estimated that 
six thousand people attended the twenty 
daily prayer meetings. Boston, cold intel- 
lectual center that it has always been, 
caught fire, and in the staid old churches 
hoary with age, prayer meetings ran into 
revivals, and thousands flocked to these 
new centers of spiritual light. 

Over to Pittsburgh and into Cleveland, 
and on to Chicago, and even to Omaha, 
these prayer meetings spread until a trav- 
eler said in coming from Omaha that there 
was one continuous prayer meeting for two 
thousand miles. One man from a lumber 
camp attended a meeting in Philadelphia, 
and when he returned to the camp all alone 
he started the fire blazing, and several 
thousand were converted. 

The prayer meeting became more than 
a season of prayer; happy seekers after God 
were found everywhere. Newspapers de- 
voted full pages, front columns and large 
headlines to the delineating of the story of 
these prayer meetings. 

Most business houses at the noon hour 
closed up that the owners and clerks, as 
well as the customers, might attend the 
prayer meetings. In Chicago in one church, 
more than two thousand would meet each 
noonday for prayer. One author, writing 
a few years after these scenes, said that re- 
ports came in from all the western states, 
as far as Washington, that the prayer 
meetings flamed out into revivals and that 
the Holy Spirit swept thousands into the 
kingdom. 

Finney 

Finney preached up in New England 
during that winter, and powerful revivals 
followed his ministry. Elder Jacob Knapp 
joined in with the hosts of triumphant 
evangels. Over on the prairies of Kansas 


these converts of prayer awakened many 
young men to the kingdom. | 

One writer refers to this spiritual out- 
burst of evangelism as being “essentially 
a deep national movement, based upon 
prayer rather than preaching, that restored _ 
the spiritual balance of thousands of Amer- 
ican people.” | 

The results seem impossible in terms of 
the humble beginning of the movement, a 
lonely praying man. It is estimated that 
one hundred thousand conversions occurred 
within the space of the first four months of 
these prayer meetings, and during the first’ 
year that followed the beginning of the 
work more than four hundred thousand 
had been brought to Jesus. Before this 
great revival ended more than a million 


souls had been won. 
Moody 


It was in Chicago that a young man was 
selling shoes and when the noonday prayer 
times arrived he took his customers with 
him to the meetings. Dwight L. Moody 
wrote home to his mother about these won- 
derful prayer seasons. He said, “I go to 
meetings every night. Oh! how I enjoy it. 
It seems as if God were here Himself. C 
mother, pray for me! Pray that this work 
may go on until every knee is bowed.” Out 
of these revivals, the work of the famous 
soul-winner Moody was born. 

This alone—the setting of the pace 
which Moody was to follow in his revivals 
was worth all the effort that the lone mis- 
sionary in the slums of lower New York 
City had put into the arousing of the con- 
sciences of the city to prayer, until the en- 


tire land was awakened. 
Welsh Revival 


The next year we find the effects of this 
prayer meeting breathing forth in England, 
and the soul-inflaming revival of Wales | 
was in full force. |
